At 2 pm Friday Rep, Fred F, 
Cain will be sitting in the State 
House, in Boston, awaiting a tele- 
phone call, 

It will come from Temporary 
TM Robert Peters, and will be 
made in the new telephone exchange 
on Main Street. 

Peters is scheduled to make the 
call as part of a ceremony that the 
New England Telephone Company 
is planning, to signalize the begin- 
ning of Wilmington’ s new telephone 
service, The call will be the first 
toll-free call from Wilmington to 
Boston since before World War I 

Town Officials and Chamber of 
Commerce officials are to take a 
part in the ceremony, with Mrs, 
Wavie Drew, chairman ofthe board 
of Selectmen, and -John Robert 
Evans, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce scheduled to cut the 
ribbon, 

Major improvements inthe tele~ 
phone service are to go into effect 
two days later, on August First, 
according to an announcement by 
William § Gilmartin of the Lowell 
office of the telephone company. 

The increasing demand for tele- 
phone service in the Wilmington 
exchange area has necessitated 
a new central office at Main Street. 
This new. building and: it’s intri- 
cate switching equipment have 
been constructed at a cost of 
$1,100,000, ‘The humidity-con- 
trolled, dust free structure will 
be put into service August 1, 

The New England Telephone Co, 


wilt also make Metropolitan Bos- 
ton Area Service available to those 
customers who have requested it 
as of August 1. Metropolitan Bos- 
ton Area Service, as illustrated 
on the map, will give Wilmington 
residence customers a greatly en- 
larged calling area and permit 
unlimited calling to the exchanges 
in the Metropolitan Boston Area 
without a toll charge. This ser- 
vice will be available on a one~ 
party residence line basis only. 

The following changes will also 
be made August 1: 

1, All customers (except coin 
stations) will retain their present 
telephone numbers, 

2, Calls made to Wilmington 
numbers will require that the full 
7 digit number be dialed. 

3. Burlington will be added to 
the local calling area for all sub- 
seribers, 

4, On Direct Distance Dialing 
calls the access code will be 
changed from ‘112’ to ‘1’, there- 
by reducing the number of digits 
to be dialed, 

5, Automatic Number Identifi- 
cation will be installed, The 
Operator will no longer ask ‘your 
number please’ (one and two party 
lines only) 

6. The Information code will 
be changed to ‘411’ and the Repair 
Service code to ‘611’, 

Mr. Gilmartin concludes, ‘We 
feel these changes will be another 
step in improving telephone ser- 
vice in the Wilmington area.’

Two children dead in accidents 


Acting Chief of Police John Im- 
bimbo, commenting on the two 
deaths of infants within 48 hours, 
this week, in Wilmington, has said 
that in neither case can he find 
any fault with the drivers of the 
cars involved, 

*We have nothing against the 
drivers’, he told the Town Crier, 

Wayne Goding, 2 year old son 
of Mr, and Mrs, Stephen Goding 
of 4 King Street, died in the St, 
Johns Hospital about 8:45 pm Sun-, 
day, after possibly having been’ 
struck by a car driven by Antonio 
Finamore, 78, of 26 Tappin Street 
Everett, 

The medical examiner’s report 
says that the Goding boy died as 
a result of internal hemorrhages 


in the chest and abdomen, which 
could have been caused by falling. 
A laceration was noted above and 
to the right side of his eye, The 
report said nothing about the poss- 
ibility that the child had been run 
over by a car, 

The car which Finamore was 
driving has been ‘examined by a 
state chemist, at the request of 
Acting Chief Imbimbo, and nothing 
was found to indicate that it had 
been in contact with the child, 

Finamore, who has had a camp, 
with a large garden, on Broad 
Street for many years (at the end 
of King Street), was driving down 
King Street towards Glen Road, 
about 8 pm Sunday. He was oper- 
ating at a slow rate of speed, and

PBC TO ASK FQR 
SPECIAL TO’ EETING 

The Permanent Building Com- 
mittee, Monday night, décided to 
ask for a Special Town Meeting 
for the purpose of requesting mo- 
ney for the construction of a new 
library, 

In addition to asking for the mo- 
ney to construct the new library 
the committee will ask for money 
for the procuring of new sites for 
schools, 

Danny Gillis of the Planning 
Board was present at Monday’s 
meeting, to discuss school sites, 
Mr Gillis noted that with the ex- 
ception of the Boutwell and West 
Intermediate School sites, all the 
school sites utilized in recent 
years have followed almost pre- 
cisely along the plans in.the town 
Plan Study of 1957, 

Gillis was embarrased by alack 
of information regarding PBC ac- 
tivities in recommending three 
preferred school sites, but was 
brought up to date by Chairman 
Michalson, and the three preferred 
sites were discussed, also a fourth, 

Ralph Currier constantly kept 
reminding the committee that they 
should steer clear of swampy lands 

In mentioning the new library 
Gillis let it be known that he thought 
a fine one could be made of the 
Roman House - to which various 
members chorused ‘Too Late!’ 
‘Why didn’t you suggest that in 
‘Town Meeting?’ and ‘What - Doyou 
want to start a War? 

Someone mentioned moving the 
Roman House to the site of the pre- 
sent library (having torn down the 
library building of course) and 
then using the Roman House space 
for building another wing to the 
High School, 

The survey of the land for the 
new library by Emmons, Flemming 
and Bienvenu was received too late, 
the architect reported, to be able 
to give it tothe Library Committee 
but hext week that committee will 
be able to study the plans; 

On the Woburn Street School, the 
PBC acknowledged a statement 
from the contractors, but rejected 
it because the proper forms were 
not used, The reimbursement of 
the costs, by the State School 
Building Commission, will be a 
total of $741,500, the committee 
said - 20 annual payments of 
$37,075 each, 

A casual remark by one of the 
members concerning adding on 
four rooms for the Woburn St, 
School prompted Guarino to say 
that the building was all set, as 
far as plumbing facilities, etc were 
concerned - it was just a question 
of adding four rooms, 

There was an appraisal of the 
various sub-contractors for the 
West Intermediate School, Accord- 
ing to the Clerk of the Works only 
3 laborers and 4 carpenters are on 
the job at present, 

Guarino said that not much can 
be done until water in the boiler 
room is pumped out, and floors 
laid and walls poured, He is not 
worried about the water problem 
as there is to be waterproofing and 
a series of footing drains, The 
foundations are being laid on good 


building soil - not ledge. Water © 


is being pumped out with the Clerk 
of the Works noting cost, etc of 
Pumping, which ts not to exceed 
$8,000 of the $10,000 allowance, 
McClure enquired why no one was 
attending the pumps over the week- 
end, 

Bob Barry pondered an idea of 
watering grass and other plantings 
with the water pumped out of the 
boiler room excavation, Guarino 
suggested making a beautiful swim 
ming pool; the feasibility of digging 
wells on. the site was discussed 
which led into a heated discussion 
of the possiblity of having two water 
mains, one from Boutwell Street 
and oné from Carter Lane, piped 
to the new school, 

The consensus of opinion was 


Planning to extend a main from 
Carter Lane to the West Intermed- 
jate School property now is a very 
appropriatestime to do it. 

No top soil can be removed 
from the school site without per- 
mission, It seemed from the dis~ 
cussion that there is a lot of good 
loam on the site of the new West 
School, and other schools in town 
are desperately in need of loam 
for lawns, etc, Guarino said that 
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loam fot needed at the WIS site 
will be left in a pile on the site, and 
can be trucked to other school sites 
where it is needed, 

To an enquiry from Ralph Cur- 
rier about how construction is pro- 
gressing, Guarino replied that the 
footings and foundation walls are 
almost done, and the next thing on 
the schedule is iron and brick work 
A letter was read concerning the 
advantages of heating by electri- 
city, It will be forwarded to the 
Board of Selectmen, 

The meeting adjourned at 9:10pm

It is no co-incidence that the New 
England Telephone Company chose 
the site that was picked for thenew 
telephone exchange building which 
is to go into service Sunday, for 
this area has been for over 130 
years the center of communication 
in Wilmington, 

‘The Town Crier believes that the 
building which was torn down to 
make way for the new structure was 
the building in which the first post- 
office of Wilmington was located. 

There is some doubt, It would 
seem that the building was the home 
of Samuel Jaques, about 1795, he 
who was an original proprietor of 
the Middlesex Canal, and a pro- 
minent Whig of that day. 

Samuel’s son James was the first 
postmaster, taking office on March 
29, 1834. Other postmasters had 
their offices in the area, viz the 
Bedell Brothers building next door 
and the old railroad depot, as well 
as several sites along Main St. 

The telephone company, too, has 
centered its services in this area 
since about 1900, when the ex- 
change was at the corner of Church 
Street and Main Street. Since then 
there have been two moves, down 
to a building which is now next to 
the fire station, and then tothe pre-
